GAS BYLAW. 

Sir,—This bylaw seems to have met 
with the fate it deserved, judging from 
the large vote recorded against it. 
The council will probably see fit to 
abandon tt altogether, 

If the intention was to install an 
artificial gas plant Cotherwise a gas 
plant for the manufacture of gas out 
vi cui) 1 think It snould be clear to a 
large majority of the ratepayers, es 
pecially to those who have used 
gas in the older countries, that such a 
Plant at Would have no pros 
pect of success, well manag- 
ed, for gas could not be manufactured 
here at the present time and sold to 
the consumer at a price which would 
in any measure compete with the elec- 
trie light, for the following reasons: 

We have no known bituminous coal 
near enough to Edmonton ito admit of 
its being delivered at a works at a 
Price sufficiently low to manufacture 
gas at a reasonable price 

The coal used for manufacture 
fas is a first-class bituminous 
which would yield from nine thousand 
(2,000) to ten thousand (10,000) 
cubic feet of gas, together with over 
one thousand (1,000) Ibs. of coke; 
twenty (20) gallons of tar and other 
products per ton. 

Where is such a coal to be obtained 
for Edmonton use? If from Penn- 
sylvania coal flelds the price would be 
very high, If suitable coal could be 
got from the mountains the cost would 
also be against us, . 

The analyses of Alberta coals, which 
I have seen (and I have seen most of 
the best) do not show that sufficient 
sas can be obtained from them, The 
only district where a gas coal may be 
ybtained is in the Brazeau district. 
This coal may yield a small quantity 
of gas but is not on the market yet, 
and has not been demonstrated. We 
have no data correct information 
which would enable us to what 
artificial gas would cost con- 
sumer 
If the ratepayers should 
vote again upon any gas 
the city authorities should place 
fore the public a clear statement 
which should show the estimated cost 
of manufacture; should estate “what 
class of coal it was proposed to use, 
whether local or othenwise, and* what 
the coal would cost at the works; the 
estimated yield of gas per ton, and the 
prices intended to be charged _manu- 
facturers and residences. 

The above are only some of the par- 
ticulars which should be given in any 
prospectus of a company placed be- 
fore the public, and this artificial gas 
proposition is certainly similar to 
such.
